CALGARY, Jan, 7.—Believed to be 
an important cog in a whee] of dope 
traders that opcrated throughout the 
prairie cities, including Edmonton, C 
Gray, said to be of Regina, was shot 
to death afler « decperate encounter 
with Detective Patterson of the Cal 
gary police early this morning. Fou 
— suspected dope peddlers are in 
cells, ‘ 

The shooting was dramatic in the 
extreme and had features about it 
that indicated the violent character 
of the men with whom the police had 
to deal. 

Following a series of investigations 
which led them to believe that mem- 
bers of tho alleged dope ring were in 
town, Detectives Cars!e and Patterson 
entered a down town hotel room at 
about three o'clock this morning and 
surprised four men. Quickly covering 
them with revolvers the police hustled 
them out of the hotel into a waiting 
car and rushed them to the cells 
Detective Cassie accompanied the four 
to the police station, leaving Detective 
Patterson to search the room for a 
supply of the narcotics which, it was 
suspected, was hidden somewhere in 
the room. 

In the midst of his search, however, 
Detective Pattercon heard someone 
enter the room and looked up to see 
a fifth man standing over him in a 
threatening attitude, a revolver in his 
hand pointing at the detective’s heart. 

Without a word, detective Patterson 
rose quickly, flashing a gun out as he 
did so and firing almost simultane- 
ously, The unknown man dropped 
dead, his automatic still gripped in his 
hand ready to fire. ‘ 

Further investigation showed that 
the shot man was known as C. Gray 
and had registered at the hotel under 
that name, saying he came from, Re- 
gina. Police of that city have been 
communicated with in an effort to 
establish deceased's piesa definitely, 
and it is likely that officials of all the 
prairie cities will be called upon to 
co-operate in supression of the vicious

The disappearance of Pilot Reid and 
his companions made five men now 
lost in the frozen north, 

After a fruitless search over 200 
miles between Nome and Unalakleet 
yesterday, Pilot Frank Dorbandt was 
reported from Nome to have expressed 
the belief that Reid either overshot 
the coast there and landed on the ice 
out in Northern Bay, or returned to 
the Yukon river,

COUNCIL SHOULD INVESTIGATE 


Thus far the city council has done 
nothing to further the proposal to clear 
away the buildings which screen the Mac- 
donald hotel from Jasper avenue and to 
create a fitting aon and foreground 
for that splendid building. And so far as 
the public are aware neither the Dominion 
Government nor the management of the 
National Railways has made any move 
to carry out the scheme. 

This proposal is of sufficient public im- 
portance to warrant the council in taking 
steps to find out whether the Government 
or the National management is moving in 
the matter and why the hitch, if such there 
is, has occurred. There can be no better 
time than the present to carry through 
this improvement, and as both Premier 
King and Sir Henry Thornton are on rec- 
ord as favoring it, council would do well 


a

to urge that action should not be de-; 


layed. 
ARE OUTSIDERS ELIGIBLE? 


The Calgary Albertan foresees that 
the cities of Edmonton. and Calgary may 
now “have a new problem to face — the 
problem of dealing with thousands of 
transients whom the prospect of work 
and a wage and, no doubt, the hope of 
elief as an alternative, will attract.” 

In other words, because these cities— 
with the backing and assistance of the 


’rovincial Government—have undertaken | 


to provide work for idle men, they may 
xpect to be swamped by an invasion of 
anemployed men from other parts of the 
west where idle men have been left to 
shift for themselves. 

There is no use blinking the fact that 
this may occur. It has occurred before. 
The liability of it occurring is ever pre- 
sent, and is one of the reasons why the 
council of every community is slow to 
adopt relief measures or to open up “force 
work” when emergency demands. 

The next logical step is that the coun- 
cils of Edmonton and Calgary, with the 


agreement of the Government, should lay | 


down the law that if unemployed men flock | 


hither from other parts of the west they 
will not be considered eligible for the em- 
ployment that has been provided in the 
first place for residents of these cities and 
in the second place for residents of the 
province. 

Unless that is done there is 
definite possibility 
which have been undertaken in these cities 
will have to be abandoned under fire of 
public protest. 
taxpayers will not submit to be saddled 
with the burden of supporting an army of 
men from other provinces. That may be

The actual situation, however, is 
entirely different, Bruen yesterday of- 
fered the match to Scott for a flat 
20 per cent of the gate receipts where- 
upon Jimmy replied with a demand 
for a guarantee of $75,000 and the 
privilege of 25 per cent of the pro- 
ceeds. Scott's manager finally agreed 
to take a flat 25 per cent. 

Poor Ballyhoo 

Such summary dismissal of the ron- 
troversy so full of publicity possibilit- 
ies is hardly in keeping with the very 
best principles of ballyhoo, however, 
Johnston mainta‘ned the attitude that 
he would rather not bother with 
Sharkey in Miami, preferring to wait 
until summer when the memory of 
the Englishman's hollow foul victory 
over Otto Von Porat has been dimmed 
by time. The Garden professes for the 
time being that it wants no part of 
Scott. 

The conviction is growing, how- 
ever, in the minds of both, Bruen and 
his master, William F. Garey, that 
Sharkey cannot be turned from his 
determination to fight only Scott or 
Max Schmeling in the second annual 
duel at the tropics. 


Announcement Looked For 


Without the Sharkey sailor, the 
Garden las decided that there would 
be no adequate reason for a M’ami 
fight. Since Schmeling is not only in 
disgrace with the New York Athletic 
commission but is 4,000 miles away in 
Germany, the list has narrowed down 
to Scott alone, A general agreement 
on that score probably will be an- 
nounced this week. Scott, now visit- 


ing in England, is waiting a summons
